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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Wylie et al., 
U.S. 2004/0149431 

Regarding claims 1 and 9, Wylie et al. discloses in figure 9 a raise bore drill (24), a 
reamer (28), a spreader assembly (52) inherently capable of distributing liner material and a 
supply of liner material (para 276). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Carey, U.S. 
3,664,441. 

Regarding claims 15-17, Carey discloses an outer casing (20), connection (52), a liner 
(24) having a plurality of concentric axially spaced tubes (24 at connections 36) supported 
radially and axially within the casing. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-21 are allowed. 

Claims 2-8 and 10-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest all the claimed subject matter 
including a duct extending axially along the drill string. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest all the claimed subject matter 
including a plate rotatable relative to the reamer head to dispense material. 

. The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest all the claimed subject matter 
including applying liner medium to wall of the bore using the spreader assembly. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest all the claimed subject matter 
including the method of reaming the pilot hole and applying a liner medium to the wall of the 
bore hole.
